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RECIPROCITY WITH HAWAILL
Prom the N. Y, Tribune,

We are informed that the Ameriosn plan-
ters'and merchants of the Sandwich lslands,
who are a large majority of the forsign popa-
Iation, desire anpexation to the Uslted States,
and are ready to accept the bardens along
with the privileges of such union; butthey
oannot jnst mow realize thia wiah, baosnse
they are living under a constitutional an'
the independence of whose Guvernment is
guaranteed by great powers; therefore they
proposs aud urge the next thiog—a stepping-
stone to annexation—reciprocity. They want
to sell to us free of duty all their sugars and
other produnots, and bay of ns all their im-

rts, 80 that we and they shall trade to-

ether like people of one land. This will

mericanize_ the islands, and a thorongh
Amerioanization of the {slands will
gecure our interests in the Pacific, so that we
need ot be in haste about the question of an-
nexation. KHogland is not backward to Aungli-
oize where her people get a foothold; and it is
neserted by well-informed Amerioan residents
of the islands that, if we do not now take steps
to Amerionnize them, Eogland will Anglicize
them. She has sent there a bishop and an
inflaential clergy; and an Aastralian line of
steamahips i8 to tonch at Honolula, that will
accommodate sugars to reagh a distant market
and bring back Australian emigrants. In
view of these statements, and if it be, as
asperted, that we shall gain more in internal
revenua than we shall loge on imports by this
measure of reciprocity, the subject is deserv-
ing of the most careful consideration on the
part of the American Senate,

CLOSING UP THE WORK,
FMroww the N. Y. Triloene,

Congress has wisely devolved on the Iresi-
dent the duty of providing for elsctions in the
three States not yet reconstructed; and we are
sure the work will be seasonably and fitly at-
tended to, Let the crowd of offive-seekera at
Washiogton be allowed a few days more for
final dispersion, and we shall then see proola-
mations addressed to the peopls of Virginia,
Mississippi, and Texas, appointing & day of
election in each, and prescribivg the manner
of voting on their pending constitutions re-
spectively. No doabt, it will bs rendered
practicable in each to vote for reconstruction
and sgainst disfranohisement, go that thon-
sands will vote to retarn te self-government
and representation in Congress who wonld
refuse to do so it they were obliged therein to
vote for the digfranchisement even of their
friends and neighbors.

We see with regret, thongh withont sur-
prise, that many of the Northern journals
which justified and applauded the fatal plunfe
backwards taken by Georgia last summer in
the expnlsion of the colored membsra from
her Legiglatare, are now trying to “‘fire the
Bouthern heart,”” and impsl it to vote down
the new constitotions, thus protracting indefi-
nitely that anomalons military rale which
they affect 8o much to deplore. Because Con-
gress has presoribed a ratification of the XVih
amendment, and reserved the right to review
the aotion of the Btates abont to vote, they
would have those States reject their respec-
tive constitutions, and thns remand them-
pelves into military provinces.

This is precisely of a pisce with that sulel-
dal action which did so much to jnstify distrast
and severity on the partof Congress. Repub-
lioans cannot be expected to ferget that the
blaocks (and sven the yellows) were expellad
from the Georgia Legislature, after they had
gerved therein withont objection for months,
by the votes of men themselves expressly
disqualified by their own prominent participa-
tion in the Rebellion—men who owed thsir
own geats to the forbearance of the very men
they thus ostracized. Norcan it be 8o soon
forgotten that the States of Georgia and Lon-
isiama were made to vote against General
Grant last November by terrorizing a majority
of the blacks into voting against their own en-
franchisement or not votiog at all. Ia thirty
or forty coanties, containing at least fifcy
thomsand colored voters, who had already ex-
ercised the right of suffrage in wunani-
mons affirmance of their own right to be
regarded and treated as men and vitizens,
hardly a dozen votes per connty were cast for
Grant and Colfax, and the returns were made
1o ghow a prepunderance of a hundred to one |
for Seymonr and Blair, when every one knew
that & majority of the voters desired the defeat |
of those candidates. [f Demoorats have gso
soon forgotten this monstrous wrong, perpe-
trated through Rebel conspiracy and Kﬂraeuu—
tion, they snrely cannot expeot that Hepubli-
cans have done 80, We could wish that Con-
gress had been less exacting and suspicions in
its new terms of reconstruction; yet we cannot
deny that those terms were abaodantly jnsti-
fied by the mction of the Rebel Democracy,
even 8o lately as 1x08,

We hope to hear that every lover of paace
at the Bouth now takes his stand firmly and
openly in favor of bringing each of the oat-
lying Btates forthwith back into their old
LM' in the Union. Hitherto thonsands have

Id off becsuse they hoped that the Presiden-
tial sleotion of 15868 would result in a Demo-
eratlc pro-Rebel triumph; but that hope ia
now déad. To stand out now, in fond expec-
tanoy of a different result in 1572, were ab-
surd and euicidal, Let ns have each State
back in her Elm next winter, and all pre-
soriptions and disfranchisements must vanish
like the dews of summer. Every one will soon
vote; and the Government of each Btate, and
ita representation in Congress, must very soon
be such as the will of & majority of her people
shall choose to have it. Nothiog 4s to be
geined, whils every good result will be im-

ed, by voting now to keep three States in-
finitely nonder pupllage. Recomstruction is
the door which opens into every poasibility of
melioration and improvement; let it not be
pullenly closed by those to whom it affords
the only access to self-government and the full
recovery of their forfeited rights.

Let our Government
comprehend this, and seize the opportunity.

Timid old fogies who cannot ses beyond
their noges may foolishly talk about onr obli-
gations to Bpain as a friendly power, and
okaraoterize any decided intervemtion of the
United States as filibnstering. Bat sach an
argument wonld be puerile, narrow-minded,
and show & want of comprebension of the
prinolples that govern grea: nations. To pre-
serve and perpstuste the principlés or system
upon which a nation i8 founded, to sarroand
s nation with all the bulwarks of national sx-
istence, and to prowote its interests, expan-
gion, and grandenr by every attsinable menns,
are the objeots pursned by all governments,
and copgitnte their highest ambition. The
term filibustering cannot be applied to & great
pnation. Nor are the friendly relations between
conntries permitted to interfers with queations
of high polioy and importaut national interests,
No great power ia deterred by such csnsidera-
tione. We need not go far back to hislory to
show this fact,

Why did Prassia seize and incorporate the
German Stateg ! Why does Rossia push her
conquests in Asia and Karope? hy does
England subjugate India aud every other part
of the world she can lay her hands on ! Wby
did France incorporate Savoy, and why does
ghe plot to reach the boundary of the Khive!
Why was Poland conguered and divided by
the surronnding great powers ! Why, in fact,
do all nations act in the same way! The
answer 18 in every one's mind. The objeot
with all is self-preservation, the perpetnation
of their forms of government, and national
expansion, interests, and grandeur. This being
g0 with the monarchical governments of Ea-
rope, how much more ought the United States,
for the promotion of liberty and in the iote-
rests of oivilization and humanity, to axtend
the blegsings of republican institutions over
the American continent! To negleot any op-
portunity of doing this—and to negleot it in
the case of Cuba now—would be the height of
stupidity. Had we such a statesman as Dla-
mark or Napoleon at the helm ot affairs, the
fpsults of Bpain, her atrocities in Caba and
her rule in Amerioa wonld soon be ended.

It was said Mr. Fish expressed fear of the
copsequences of a bold policy on the part of
the United States with regard to Caba.

DBesides, these great
commercial nations are learning the fact that
the more the United States expands and grows
the more will the commerce of the world be
promoted and the greater will be their trade.

What we want, then, is a broad and bold
policy, with a view to the independence of
Cuba. Oar Becretary of State does very well
so far in vindicating the honor of the Ameri-
can flag and in promising to protect American
citizens. Batthat 18 not enough; that is not
Eoing far enough. We are not sore that he

a8 the courage and wisdom to stick even to

He is not the
man for the State Department at this orisis,
when we have the Cubam question and the
Alabama claims to settle. He is altogether
too timid, too much of an old fogy, and has
not the least comprehension of the policy and
destiny of this mighty republic.

THE UNITED STATES AND CURA.
From the N, ¥, World,

The large number of Cabans who are ar-
riviog in this city, and the zeal and activity
with which they are attempting to propagate
sentiments favorable to Cuban independence,
keep alive and enhanve the interest which our
people spontaneously feel in the pendiog
stroggle. These Cubans express dissatiafac-
tion at whatihey consider the apathetic course
of our Government, and great impatlence
at every expresslon in a public journal nn-

favorable to the immediate recognition of
Cuban independence. Americans can easily
pardon this eagerness on the part of foreign-
ers, who know little of the history and tradf-
tiops of our Government and ita onstomary
mavner of proceeding in similar onses. Oar
people have always taken the liveliest inte-
rest in every struggle for independence or for
free institutions in any part of the world;
bunt our Government, on every such occasion
has deemed it its duty to stsnd caatiously
aloof snd avoid committing itself by any pre-
matuore steps. Everybody recolleots the great
blaze of enthusiasm which broke out smong
us when Kossuth visited this country as the
representative of Huapgerian independence.
But althoogh he was wonderfully eloguent
himeelf, and caused a great gush and ontpour-
ing of eloquence from our popular epeakera,
the wild enthugiasm of the numerous mestings
they addressed did not move onr Government
to yleld to Kossuth’s importanities. After
rafising what “‘material aid’’ he could by pri-
vate contributions, he stole out of the country
in disguise and disguat, While our people
have always given their sympathy, our Gov-
ernment has mnever given its aid, to revolu-
tionary movements in their early stages.

It would be instructive to examine, in this
view, the public doonments and state papers
which have most powerlully electrified the
country by the boldness of their tone towards
foreign governments. The ablest and most
remarkable of the class is undoubtedly Mr.
Webster's celsbrated reply to the Chevalier
Huleeman. We will quote from that powerful
and stirriog letter some passages indicating
its genera! spirit, and at the same time show-
ing how steadily and firmly our Government
has alwaye discharged its datles of neuntrality
while asserting the right of our people to
manifest their approving interest in revolu-
tionary movements abroad: —

HMhe Government and peopleof the Thired S
gald Mr, Webster, “like other intelligent gover
and communities, take a Hvely interest in the r
ments aml events of this remarkable age, In what-
ever part of the world they may be exiubited. Bt
the Interest tuken by the United States n those
events hus not Ilrlll'l'l'lh'i] from any Jdisposition to
depart from that neutenlity towards foreign powers
which I8 among the deepest principles and pnosre
cherished truditlons of the politieal history of the
Union. It has been the necessary effect of the tn.
exampied chargeter of the events themselves, which
cotthd not full to arrest the attention of. the contem-
porury world; as they will doubtless 01l g memoralie
page in history.  But the andersigned goes further,
and freely admits thaty In proportion as these extra
traordinary events appeared to have thelr origin in
those great ldeas of responsible und popular goveri-
ments on which the American constitutions them-
Relves are wholly founded, they coulll ot bhut col-
mund the warin sympathy of the people of this
country.” 4 o > “They  coald  not, If
they o desired, suppress either the thoughts or the
hopes which arise in men’s minds, inother countries,
from contempluting this suceessful exumple of free
government,”  * ¢ ¢ SXNeyertheless the Unlted
Siates huve abstained at all times from acts of inter-
ference with the political changes of Enrope,  They
cannot, however, full to cherish a lively Interest in
the fortune of nations strageling for institutions ke
thelr own,e But this sympathy, so far frrom belng
necessarily a hostile feeling towards any of the pur-
tes to these groeat national strogeles, 18 quite con-
glstent with amicable relations with them all,™ * *
fHut when the United States hehold the poople of
forelgn countries, without any such Interference,
Spontancously moving towards the adoption of instl-
tutions ke thelr own, 10 sarely cannot be expected
of them to remadn wholly Indifferent spectators,”

We have preferred to present the Amerioan
dostrine and practice by quotations from this
celebraled letter, rather tham by ocold cita-
tions from our meuntrality laws and the pro-
clamations izsued by our Presidents, bsoanse
such doocuments show nothing but a naked
recognition of nentral obligations, while the
Hulseman letter sets forth also the glowing
popular feeling and intense sympathetio favor
whioh render the duties of the Government in
guch cases go difficnlt. It was the manly and
splrited assertion by Mr. Webster of the right
of our people to indulge in these natural feel-
ings which caunsed that letter to be applanded
beyond any document of the kind that was
ever printed. The point on which we wish to
fix the attention of readers, and especially of
thote who are impatient that our Government
does not promptly recognize Caba, is that, in
the most glowing and eloguent vindication of
their full ri‘gihs of gympatby, the boldness and
pationsl pride of the writer conld not oveilesp
the barriers of {uternational law, but was com-
pelled to uw‘gniza the duty of strict neutrality
on l.hsInt of onr GGovernment,

The daties of pentrality do not preclade us
from recognizing the independence of Cuba,
when it 18 achleved, or even as soon as onr
Government shall be eatisfigd that Bpain will
never succesd in subduing the revolution.
Most assuredly, we are under no obligation to
walt nutll Bpain hereelf rellnquishes her claim
to sovereignly., “We recognized all the South
Amerioan  republics while Bpain  gtill
olaimed them as colonfes; and we violated no
nentral obligation in dofog so. Inlike manner,
we recognized the independence of Texas while
Mexico still asserted her olaim; snd we, of
course, sball not wait for the consent of Bpain
before we welcome Caba into the family of na-
tions, if, by her own bravery and peralstence,
she shall make it evident that the mother
country will not finally subdue her. Bat notil
the Cubans shall give us solid grounds of
satisfaotion on thie poiot, it is our clear daty
10 stand apart and watoh the progress of the
struggle, giving our sympathies as freely as
we choose, but refusing to commit our Uoy.
eroment an embryo independence which
mway turn out to be abortive. The door will
doubtiess be kept open, for recognition if the

progress of events justify it.

The folly of Spain may, however, make ue
a party to this struggle. If Spain commiws
outrages upon ounr oitizens, onr Government
will bs compslled to resent and punish thewm.
Next to the fmmediate recsption of their
minister, the thing which the Cabans have
most get thelr hearta upon Is the intervention
of our Government to punish injories to our
oitizens, Their hogu on this score are nol
without some foundation. It is well known
that Secretary Fish, when he paw the late
deoree of the Captain-General of Caba, in-
formed the Spaniech Minister that any attempt
to apply such dootrines to Ameriean citizens
would lead to grave complications —a diplo-
matio form of threat which the Spanish Minis-
ter com'd be at no loss to wunderstand.
Forthwith a lleet was ordered to the Gulf to
Emtwt ounr people from the rude hand of

panigk passion. In one sense, this prompt
preventive action of Mr. Fish is adverse to
the hoper of the Cubane; for if the spirited
aotion of onr Government should teach the
Captain-General some sense and disoretion, it
may prevent that war between the United
Hiates and Spain which the Cabans so eagerl
with as assuring their indepsndence. Bat {Yl
Bpain disregards the warning—if she ontrages
our people, and refnses immediate reparation
—their wrongs must be speadily avenged.

It will be seen, therefore, that very impor-
tant evenis are suspended on the disoretion of
a government which has thus far shown no
discretion. A month or even & week may
precipitate matters into sunch a condition as
may suddenly snap the last remainiog tie be-
tween Epain and the New World—a world
which was discovered under her auspices, and
of which she formerly possessed the greater
part. In cironmsatances #o oritical and inter-
esling, nothing can be clearer than the daty
of our Government to bear itself with such

rudence and oontinence that if we are
orced Into a quarrel with Spain—which, once
begun, will make the whole world reseand
with its consequences—we may stand vindi-
cated by a just and enlightened public opinion,
